Paris, Jan. 18.—The peace congress, destined to be historic, and on 
which the eyes of the world are now centred,’ was opened this after- 
noon in the great Salle de la Pajx. The proceedings, which were confined 
‘to the election of Georges Clemenceau, the French premier, as perman- 
ent. chairman of the conference, an address of welcome by the presi- 
dent of the French republic, and the speeches by President, Wilson, 
Premier Lloyd George, and the Italian premier; were characteristic of 
the nations to ‘come to an understanding respecting the problems to be 
decided. : ; 

When President Poincare spoke, the ‘entire delegation stood up, and, 
according to custom, there was no aplause. . 

Premier Clemenceau’s acceptance of the chairmanship was expressed 
by feelings of personal gratitude and a definite outline of the great 
questions immediately ahead. 

Three of these larger general subjects he defined as - responsibility 
for the war, responsibility for crimes during the war, and international 
labor, legislation.

Stockholm, Jan. 15.—Hunger riots 
took place in Petrograd on Saturday 
and Sunday, according to advices

paraded through the streets shout- 
ing for bread, ‘and were fired upon 
‘by Bolshevist troops, who are said 
to -have been Letts. Desperate from 
‘hunger, the crowds are reported to 
hhaveasked the soldiers to fire upon 
them. 

Dispatches state that not a single 
piece of bread is to be found now in 
Petrograd and that unground oats 
are being given to the people.

He expressed 
thig clearly today when he received 
American newspaper correspondents. 
The marshal is here in ‘connection 
with the meeting concerning the ex- 
tension of the German armistice. 

Marshal Foch pointed out the diffi- 
culties that had been overcome and 
said that peace must be commensur- 
ate with the price of victory. Ger- 
many now was beaten, but with her 
resources, especially in men, re- 
cuperation in a comparatively short 
time was quite possible. It was now 
the duty of the Allies to prevent 
further aggressions. 

- After he had paid a warm tribute 
to the American troops, Marshal 
Foch was asked: : 

“But was not the armistice con- 
cluded too soon?” 

“It was not possible to do other- 
wise,” answered the’ marshal, “be- 
cause the Germang gave. up every- 
thing we asked for at ..once. They 
satisfied all of our ’.conditions. It 
was difficult to ask more. 


OTHER REASONS. 


“Doubtless any general would have 
preferred to have continued the 
struggle and to have battle when the 
battle which offered itself was so 
promising, but a father of a family 
could not help but think of the blood 
that would have been spilled. We 
held victory in our grasp without 
any further sacrifice. We took it as 
it came. 

“The German high command was 
not ignorant of the fact that it faced 
colossal disaster. When it  surren- 
dered, everything was prepared for 
an offensive in which it would in- 
fallibly have succumbed. On the 
14th we were to attack in Lorraine 
with twenty French divisions and 
six American divisions. This attack 
would have been. supported by other 
movements in Flanders’ and in the 
centre. 

THE WHOLE STORY. 

“The Germans were lost. 
capitulated. There ig the 
story. 

“And now we must make a peace 
which will correspond with the mag- 
nitude of our victory. We must have 
@ peace ag absolute as .was our suc- 
cess, and which will guard us against 
all future aggressions. 

France has ‘a right’ to effective 
measures for protection after the 
formidable efforts she has put forth 
to save civilization. The natural 
frontier which will protect civiliza- 
tion is the Rhine. 

“It is on the Rhing that we must 
hold the Germans. It is by using 
the Rhine that we must make it im- 
possible for them to recommence the 
coup of 1914. 

“LET US WATCH THE RHINE.” 

“The Rhing is the common barrier 
of all the Allies, precisely ag of all 
those who united to save ~ civiliza- 
tion. The Rhine is the guarantee of 
peace for all the nations who. have 
shed their blood in the cause of lib- 
erty. Then let us watch on the 
Rhine. _

RE-ESTABLISHMEN™ OF LAND OFFICE AT RED DEER. 


WHEREAS the Dominion Government closed the Land Office at Red 
Deec lasi yeu. attcr such office had been established for a term of thirty 


years, citing cs th. purpese for so doing the necessity of economy in war 
time, and 


WHEREAS the territory included in the former Red Deer Land District 
consisted of over ten thousand miles, being two hundred and twenty-two 
miles east and west, through which railway accommodation was given with’ 
terminals at Red Deer, making it possible for business:either by mail or in 
person to be conducted at Red Deer within twenty-four hours, the same 
business to be transacted at Calgary would take a much longer period, and 


WHEREAS from promises made by the Canadian National Railway 
Management, Red Deer is to receive additional railway accommodation this - 
year which will still further enhance its suitability as a centre for Land 
Office service, and < ; 


WHEREAS from information available the total revenue for 1917 was 
in the proximity of $100,000, a volume of business that in the opinion of 
this Public Meeting would warrant a small but efficient staff of three or 
four officials at Red Deer, and ; 


WHEREAS a suitable building owned by the- Dominion Government is 
available, viz., the building formerly used for the Land Office and Customs,- 
and since the closing of the Land Office by the Customs alone, with no.per- . 
ceptible economy in fuel and janitor service, and 


WHERBAS ‘the community served by the former Land Office is suffer- 
ing inconvenience, delays and unnecessary expense in being forced to trans- 
act Land Office business at Calgary, and 


WHEREAS some small economy maybe effected” by conducting the . 
business at Calgary, formerly handled at the Red Deer Office, such small 
economy in Government affairs is not commensurate with the monetary 
loss and great inconvenience suffered by the Public in transacting Red Deer 
District business with the Government, . 


BE IT RESOLVED, that this Public Meeting of the Red Deer citizens, 
called at the instance of His Worship, the Mayor, places itself on record in 
favouring the re-establishment of the Land Office at Red Deer, in charge of 
an efficient staff, and humbly prays the Dominion Government to give their 
petition earnest consideration.

“When | was a child, | spake as a 
child,.! “understood as a.. child, | 
reasoned as a child: hut when I be- 
came .a man, I put away childish 
things."—St. Paul. . 


“New occasions teach new duties, 
Time makes: ancient - good un: 
couth."—James Russell Lowell. 


The note of progress is sounded 
alike by the ancient apostle and the 
modern poet. Each recognized the 
stern. necessity of readjusting our 
ideas and institutions in - harmony 
with the onward march of human 
life. 

We are held in the grip of mighty 
forces, subject to inexorable law, 
directed by the eternal purpose, that 
through the ages runs. 

The outlook of man and his whole 
mental and moral make-up is subject 
to change at various stages in his 
life history. Childhood, Youth, Matu- 
rity and Old Age are marked by 
characteristic changes in our reli- 
gious life. Ag we advance in years, 
our spiritual life manifests itself in 
new forms. The simple, receptive 
faith of childhood gives place to the 
reasoned convictions of manhood and 
the ripened experience and wisdom 
of enlightened old age. 

The failure to recognize that the 
life of the spirit is inseparably bound 
up with the development of our phy- 
sical life, hag led to utter confusion 
in our religious thinking and very 
crave misunderstanding of God's 
ways with men. Conversion, involv- 
ing striking changes in man’s relation 
to God has been regarded almost 
altogether as a youthful experience, 
and we have failed to appreciate the 
less striking but equally real chan- 
ges of our riper years. We have 
come to think of religious life as 
mediated’ through special channels, 
forms of worship—means of grace, 
under direct spiritual agency, and 
have not seen that spiritual life is a 
normal phase of a fully developed life 
and fis conditioned by laws that are 
as real and effective as the laws of 
motion or of gravitation. “Man is 
incurably religious.” All the forces 
of life work together for good. The 
whole course of life is redemptive. 

Public worship—Special Evange- 
listic Campaigns—all the educational, 
social and moral activities of the 
Church, while they express the life 
of the spirit in the hearts of those 
who have come to know the truth as 
it is in Christ Jesus, are after all 
but symbols of’the deeper and broad- 
er worship, which makes the whole 
uhiverse the temple of the Living 
God. — 

The glory of the present age les 
in this that men who have been liv- 
ing a superficial life, “laboring for 
the meat that perisheth,” are awa- 
kening to the reality of existence. 
and are discovering that they are 
souls, possessing a life that is divine. 
Prodigals are coming to realize that 
they have been feeding on husks, 
and a mighty resolve is impelling 
them to act as the Sons of God. The 
great mysteries which men _ have 
found in the Personality of Jesus 
Christ—The Incarnation and _ the 
Atonement—are true, not only of the 
Man of Nazareth, but of all mankind. 
“As He is so are We in this world.” 

The indwelling presence of the 
Spirit of God, the great law of self- 
sacrifice and service, the working out 
of the will of God in human experi- 
ence, are truths that apply to the 
whole life of the race. These are 
not merely theological ideas ‘to be 
accepted by our reason, but are facts 
to be reckoned with in the working 
out of all existence. 

Worship consists not in the doing 
of special works which in themselves 
are religious, but in doing’ all things 
in a religious way. It is finding 
“Earth crammed with heaven, and 
every common bush afire with God.” 
Salvation consists not alone in mak- 
ing the life of man Godlike, but in 
making the life of God human. It is 
as truly our business to find God in 
the daily round of man's varied inte 
rests ag it is to interest maa in the 
works of God. , 

The message of Jesus to His age 
is the truth we need to redeem our 
own from pessimism and _ failure. 
“Change your minds for the <iagdom 
of God is at hand.” “The iw ‘lling- 
iPlace of God is with man.” 

The religion of the future vill be 
marked by two distinct move ne2nts— 
Sccial and Spiritual—We shall see a 
more practicalapplicationof the prin- 
ciples of Jesus to the social and in- 
dustrial problems of’ mankind, and 
on the other hand we shall see a 
greater emphasis laid upon the im- 
mortality of soul and a more intelli- 
gent conception of Eternal Life. 

The age is calling for a_ re-state- 
ment of our religious ideas which 
will relate our theology to life—the 
life that now igs and that which is to 
come. 

[It is calling also for a re-organiza- 
tion of our religious institutions on a 
basis of mutual co-operation and ser- 
vice, rather than upon the lines of 
denominational rivalry which has 
characterized it in the past. 

"We are witnessing today the break- 
ing up of political parties and the 
organization of new elements in our 
national Hfe. The State seems _ to 
be passing through changes’ which 
correspond with the divisions which 
have arisen in the Church since the 
Protestant reformation. 

Soine will ke inclined to think that 
these political changes indicate the 
desirability of maintaining our pres- 
ent denominational system, since it 
might be inferred that uniformity of 
organizations is no more desirable in 
the Churcb than in our political aye? 
tem. 

Ag a matter of fact, separate or- 
Banization ig dcsirable only as a 
means of protecting interests which 
are in danger of being ignored un- 
less there is concerted action to 
maintain them. The history of poli- 
tical parties show that the gencral 


policy of governments have been de- 


termined “not - by. political platforms 
but: by the general‘ interests of the 
nation. Legislation. follows lineg* up- 
on which there is unity of political 
opinion. Political divisions, while 
saving .the state from autocracy and 
stagnation, very .often-retard the én- 
actment of progressive measures for 
the people's good. 

Social efficiency is the test of good 
citizenship, It is also the standard 
by which publi¢ institutions are to 
be judged and their existence: justi- 
fled. 

No matter how useful our various 
denominational organizations have 
been in the past, their claim for sup- 
port must be based not on what they 
have accomplished, but upon the real 
service they still render to the com- 
munity. 

In the reconstruction period upon 
which we have entered, it ig vitally 
important that withaut unnecessary 
delay our religious organizations 
should be unified as completely as 
possible. 

A brief survey of the religious or- 
ganizations in the city of Red Deer 
shows that there are eight separate 
religious organizations at work here, 
viz., Roman Catholic, Anglican, Bap- 
tist, Nazarene, Presbyterian, Metho- 
dist, Salvation Army, and Christian 
Scientist, apart from benevolent and 
philanthropic institutions, the work 
of which is essentially religious. 
What unification is possible among 
all these? 

Religious worship ig generally or- 
ganized along two distinct lines,- the 
Priestly and the Prophetic. The 
Roman Catholic and the High Church’ 
Anglican might eventually reconcile 
their forces. The Broad Church An- 
glican and all the others above men- 
tioned are of a prophetic type—sure- 
ly some unification ig possible among 
all these: if we adhere to the ancient 
statement of faith, “I believe in the 
Holy Catholic Churchy’ The evan- 
gelical zeal of the Nazarene Church 
and of the Salvation Army would not 
suffer, but would be strengthened by 
closer identification with a religious 
organization which recognizes diver- 
sities of operations, but- the same 
Spirit. The forms of worship in the 
Baptist, Presbyterian and Methodist 
Churches are so similar that they 
might be amalgamated without a 
marked change in the method of any 
one of them. Surely if Christian 
Science has a real contribution to 
make tp our religious thinking (and 
it has) that contribution. can be 
made most effectively within an or- 
ganization where differences of view 
point are recognized as_ perfectly 
natural. A Holy Catholic Church 
surely represents ideag ag varied as 
the race and ag vital as the character 
of God. 

There is»a possible. danger that a 
Church organized on a Community 
basis might become self-centered and 
lose its missionary spirit, but this 
danger can be avoided by having a 
definite objective and an aggressive 
missionary policy. 

Such an arrangement. would enable 
the church to co-operate with the 
G.W.V.A. in instituting a social cen- 
tre or Y.M.C.A. It would enable the 
Church to. grapple effectively with 
the rural problem. Is it reasonablo 
just, democratic or Christian to hold 
nineteen services per Sunday in the 
town, and only two or three in the 
surrounding country districts? And 
who can estimate the revival of 
moral and spiritual energy — which 
will come to the membership of 
churches who Hare to act on such a 
policy. 

While the walter considers that the 
Church with which he is associated 
is able to “carry on” in the old way 
as well as any other, and he will be 
loyal to hig own communion while 
it exists, he believes with all his 
soul that it is high time that we 
should unify our forces in an organi- 
zation that will co-ordinate all forms 
of religious service, and mobilize all 
our resources in the interests of the 
Kingdom of God.

Jan. 16.—The follow- 
ing cable from Fred James, official 
correspondent with the Canadian 
corps in Germany has been received 
by the director of public information 
here. The dispatch ig dated from 
Bonn, Germany. 

The Prince of Wales came to Ger- 
many yesterday for the first time 
since the British troops reached the 
Rhine, and is. spending a few days at 
Canadian corps headquarters. The 
prince left’ Charleroi, Belgium, in the 
morning, by motor, but when he 
reached Spa, decided that he would 
not enter Germany by the ordinary 
and prosaic medium of a motor car, 
so he got aboard an aeroplane, and 
flew to Cologne. When the mach- 
ine was over the Rhine, the prince 
persuaded the pilot to do a few stunts 
which he enjoyed. 

From Cologne the royal flier came 
to Bonn and in the evening attended 
a dance at the Canadian infantry 
brigade headquarters at Colburg and 
danced with Canadian nursing sisters 
until after midnight. Later in the 
evening he attended a show at the 
Stadt theatre, given by the “See 
Toos” the second division concert 
party. On Tuesday he presented 
colors to the British guards regiment 
at Cologne. °

DEVELOPING COM 
MUNITY SPIRIT 


We are talking a great deal these 
days about the coming fraternity of 
nations, the peace of mankind, the 
final brotherhood of man. We are 
beginning to regard the world as one 
community. : 

Yet as I gaze upon the problem of 
internationalism and world-wide com- 
munity Jife, I am reminded of the fact 
that the community spirit can not 
triumph in humanity as a whole un- 
til it triumphs in the locality where 
each man lives. In other words, the 
world we really wish to see can only 
come through the cssociation of com- 
munities that hav, learned the mean- 
ing of community tife. And what is 
this? It ig the art of tiving together. 

We have not ag yet acquired this 
art. 

Within the life of every nation 
there are divisions and sections, rival 
interests and contending factions. 
Labor is arrayed against Capital, 
Agriculture watches with suspicion 
Manufacture, Special ‘Privilege fights 
Democracy, and while the old aristo- 
cracies are passing a new aristocracy 
founded upon wealth seeks to sup- 
press the rising tide of people. 

Now the great temptation to which 
we are all prone is that of thinking 
according to the nature of our occu- 
pation. The farmer thinks in terms 
of grain, cattle, implements, etc., 
and with an eye to the interests of 
agriculture; the. merchant in terms 
of his querchandise and the welfare 
of trade. This is all very well as far 
as it goes, but it does not go far 
enough. We have to get outside of 
ourselves and our economic interests 
and think in terms of the community 
and nation, the welfare of the whole. 

Now, as a former country pastor, 
the thing which used to impress me 
was the fact that there was hardly 
any such thing as community recre- 
ation. Each church (and I never 
lived in a community yet where there 
were not too many churches) had its 
own social life, but there was no 
amusement and recreation in the 
name of the village or town. Yet 
play ig just as essential to the wel- 
fare of a people ag work, and when 
folk have played together they will 
all the more readily work and think 
together. The providing of whole- 
some recreation ought to be just as 
much a community function as the 
raising of taxes. 

In every township and _ village, 
there is the school which is common 
property. This should be made the 
social centre of the community. In 
the winter it should be the home of 
fun, laughter and sane entertainment 
and every interest should unite in 
developing through it a common so- 
cial life. It should also be the edu- 
cational centre, not only for children 
but adults. The older folk should 
get the habit of assembling there to 
listen to lectures and for mutual dis- 
cussion of the problems of the day 
If the schoolhouse ig not big enough 
the town hall or some other building 
might be used ag the community hall 

There will be no community of na- 
tions until every township, village 
and city within the nations has 
caught the true meaning of the com- 
munity spirit, which is, “Each for 
all, All for each.”

* Berlin; Jan, 14.—Berlin’s ‘long, Jong 
week of Bolshevism ig finally ended. 
Here and there, scattered despera- 
does, mostly youths, still fire occa- 
sionally. from. some. house top, and 
during’ the nights attempts are made 
by small ‘bands of the followers of 
Dr. Karl Liebknecht to revive the 
reign-of terror. They are insignifi- 
cant, however, compared with what 
has passed. 

A few Spartacans tried to recap- 
ture’the Charlottenburg’ police head- 
quarters the night after, they were 
taken by government troops. 

_Dr. Liebknecht’s sister was arrest- 
ed today, and several hundred rebels 
are locked: up awaiting trial, which, 
inasmuch as martial la was not pro- 
Claimed, must be left ta the regular 
courts. .Losses inflicted on-each side 
during the past week are as yet es- 
timated only roughly, but it is be- 
Heved that they will greatly exceed 
200 dead and a thousand wounded. 
The overwhelming majority of these 
are Bolshevists. ond 

The reinstatement and arming of 
the police gives the government a 
new force of trained men who know 
the criminal world and whose ab- 
sénce during the first days of the 
revolution gave the disorderly ele: 
ment a freg hand. 


PROPERTY LOSSES HEAVY 


Property losses during the past 
week of terror amount to tens of 
millions of marks, in addition to the 
damage to newspaper plants and 
government _ buildings. Merchant 
losses through looting are very high, 
one youth being captured with 60,000 
marks worth of jewels which he had 
stolen. In some streets near the po- 
lice headquarters, nearly every store 
wag systematically looted, Bolshevist 
troops holding the Silesian station 
had so much -butter that they used it 
to grease their guns and boots. 

The centre of the city hag been 
quiet. all day today. Late this even- 
ing a few shots were heard in differ- 
ent parts of the town, being fired: by 
snipers and looters. Merchants hav- 
ing shops along Unter’ den Linden 
took down their shutters and busi- 
ness went on generally ss jusual. 

The government hag no intention 
of slackening its efforts against the 
Spartacans the Abend Zeitung says 
it learns from best authority. Ener- 
getic measures are being’ taken 
against the leaders of the move- 
ment. It is reported that documents 
found by the loyal troops show that 
the Spartacan uprising was inspired 
from Moscow. 


GERMAN CABINET MEETS

MOABIT IS SURROUNDED. 


Berlin, Jan. 14.—A cordon of troops 
has been thrown around the suburb 
of Moabit, one of the most import- 
ant industrial sections in Greater 
Berlin, for the purpose of carrying 
out the work of disarming civilians 
and such Spartacan fighters as are 
still at liberty. _ 

This section of Berlin is notorious 
for its riotous tendencies and is gen- 
érally looked upon ag a gathering 
place for all the criminal elements. 
The employeeg of the Schwartzkopff 
works, one of the most radical bodies 
among the Berlin proletariats, voted 
today to resume work on Wednesday 
morning. Similar action also put an 
end to the strike of railway employ- 
eeg at noon today.

WILSON 1S OPPOSED TO CANA- 


DIAN REPRESENTATION AT 
PEACE CONFERENCE. 


London, Jan. 16.—A telegram from 
Paris states that Premier Lloyd 
George brilliantly fought the case 
for separate representation for the 
dominions, India and _ the native 
states. He urged that the principal 
basis of representation should be the 
actual war efforts of the countries 
affected and that some ratio in con- 
nection therewith should be ob- 
served. ; 

The American representatives, in 
friendly, but most firm manner, un 
remittingly opposed the proposal, 
President Wilson saying that he ob- 
jected to the British empire having 
so many delegates. When the coun- 
cil adjourned on Monday, the ques- 
tion was delicately poised, but Tues- 
day a full agreement was_ reached, 
though America did not withdraw re- 
sistance. France sturdily supported 
the British claim, as did Italy, but 
not so eagerly. Japan readily assent- 
ed. 

Lloyd George failed to secure sep- 
arate representation for Newfound- 
land. 

Although it is true that represen- 
tatives of small nations, which in- 
clude the British dominions, will only 
be called in when directly affected 
by the question under discussion, in 
actual practice they will: attend the 
great majority of the sittings. In. 
deed it.is difficult to see what ques- 
tion does not affect them.

‘tween Calgary and Edmonton, that it 
ds already an important agricultural, 
railway, banking, distributing and re- 
tail point and that by reason of its 
railway facilities and geographical 
location it is conveniently situated, 
this place is the natural centre where 
the Dominion Land Office business for 
Central Alberta can be most conven- 
iently, economically and satisfactorily 
conducted. 

5. Whereas the return of the Land 
Office to Red Deer would provide a 
suitable occupation for a few returned 
soldiers whose homes are in Red Deer 
and whose disabilities are such that 
they cannot return to the more vigor- 
ous occupations of civilian life. 

Therefore, having taken into consid- 
eration, (1) the unnecessary’ inconven- 
ience and the increased expense to the 
public on account of moving the Land 
Office from Red Deer, (2) that the ex- 
pected public economy has not been 
renlized, and (3) the convenience and 
economy both to the public and the 
Government in view cf the anticipated 
immigration and the proposed Land 
Ssettlement scheme, this Board of 
Trade respectfully urges that the Hon- 
orable the Minister of the Interior take 
such steps as may be necessary to 
have the Dominion Lands Office re- 
opened in Red Deer at an early date 
with such staff as may be necessary to 
carry on the business of the Depart- 
ment efficiently. 

The resolution had been forwarded 
to Senator Michener, Dr. Clark, M.P., 
and to the Minister of the Interior. 

Mesgrs. Welliver and Dawe criticized 
phases of the resolution, but not its 
main purport, and, on motion of 
Messrs. Whitehouse and Dawe, the 
Committee was thanked for its service.

EUROPE WANTS MEAT 


CANADA NOW HAS THE OPPOR- 
TUNITY TO MAKE HER EXPORT 
POSITION PERMANENT. 

The war stimulated the export 
trade in Canadian live stock products 
to a degree deemed well nigh im- 
possible five years ago. Exports of 
beef intreased 679%, of bacon and 
pork products 571%. Total exports 
of live stock products in the fiscal 
year eniinz March 31st, 1918, were 
valued at $172,743,6°1 as ‘compared 

to $53,349,119 in 1914. 

Canada has the opportunity of 
holding this trade and increasing it, 
for our meat products won a asplen- 
did reputation in Europe during the 
war, and Canada is in the position 
of the favored nation. 

The price of feed has been high, 
and the cost of producing live stock 
hag been correspondingly high. But 
the market price of finished animals 
has also been high. The price may 
decline gradually, but the price of 
feed will decline also, and the per- 
centage of profit to the farmer should 
thus remain about the same. In- 
deed if the cost of feed declines first 
the profit to the farmer will be in- 
creased. 

J. B. Brethour, of Burford, Ont., 
who won the first prize for export 
bacon hogs at the Winter Fair at 
Guelph, says that with the relative 
prices of feed and bacon then per- 
taining there wag good profit. 

“With standard feed at $57 a ton 
and hogs at $16, live weight, I make 
a profit of over 20%,” said Mr. Bre- 
thour. “It ig the profit that counts, 
not the selling price, and profit de- 
pends upon the relation of the price 
of feed to the market price of the 
finished animal.” 

Mr. Herbert Hoover, Chief of the 
United States Food Administration, 
who is at present in Europe investi- 
gating conditions at first hand, cables 
ag follows: - 


“Every kind of pork products we] 


can export before next July Europe 
will need, and ag- soon as the initial 
chaos of the sudden economic change 
from war to armistice can be over- 
come there will be overdemands.” 
Authorities say that thig demand 
in the case of bsef, even more than 
that of pork, will be abnormal for 
many years owing to the fact that 
Europe is estimated to be short of 
over 115,000,000 head of live stock

DR, KARL LIEBNECHT, 


FRAULEIN LUXEMBOURG 
KILLED BY GERMANS 


Berlin, Jan. 17.—Dr. Karl  Lieb- 
necht and Rosa Luxembourg have 
been killed. 

When it became known yesterday 
that Dr. Liebnecht and Rosa Luxem- 
bourg were at the Hotel Eden, in the 
western part of the city, a crowd 
rapidly congregated and stormed the 
hotel lobby to lay hands on them. 
Both were spirited to a side entrance 
of the hotel, but the mob forestalled 
the attempt. of the troops to save 
Fraulein Luxembourg. She was 
beaten into insensibility and then 
thrown into an automobile by the 
crowd, which intended to take her to 
prison. ; 

A few blocks down the street, the 
machine was halted by a second mob 
and, when the presence of the Frau- 
lein Luxembourg became known a 
man jumped on the running board of 
the car and shot her through the 
head. The body was dragged from the 


| automobile and carried off.

found. 

In the meantime, Dr. Liebnecht was 
hurried into another automobile by 
officers and troops and the car was 
headed for the Moabit prison. While 
going through the Tiergarten the 
machine was halted by a punctured 
tire. Dr. Liebnecht was asked to 
get out by the officers, who intended 
to hail another automobile and con: 
tinue toward the prison. While wait- 
ing, Dr. Liebnecht made an attempt 
to escape and was shot 
soldiers, who had anticipated such 
an effort on his part. 


DENIED HIS IDENTITY. 


When Dr. Liebnecht was arrested 
at the home of a relative on Mann- 
heimer' strasse yesterday morning 
he stoutly denied his, identity. After 
being escorted to the Eden hotel, he 
was searched and his monogram, 
“I..L.” was discovered on his shirt. 

Dr. Liebnecht’s .capture was due to 
a telephone conversation overheard 
by detectives, in which he and Rosa 
Luxembourg agreed to meet at.the 
home of a man named Marcussen in 
the suburb of Wilmerdorf. Marcus- 
sen’s home, the policg say, has long 
been one of the gathering places of 
the Spartacans. 


LAST DESPERATE EFFORT. 


Dr. Liebnecht’s dash for liberty 
was the last desperate effort for free- 
dom on the part of a man who had 
left prison only last October. When 
the auto which was carrying him 
broke down, he was warned against 
any attempt at flight The officer in 
charge asked Dr. Liebnecht, who 
wag: bleeding from a wound in the 


struck by a cane in the hands of 
some member of the mob, whether he 
felt able to walk a few hundred yards 
to the next street, where a new auto- 
mobile could be found. 

Dr. Liebnecht said he could, and 
the party started to walk. When 
near a group of trees, Dr. Liebnecht' 
pushed aside the soldier nearest 
him and dashed for the underbrush 
in the Tiergarten. The _ soldiers 
ordered him to halt. He paid no at-| 
tention to their demands and several; 
shots were fired at him. One bullet 
struck him squarely between the 
shoulders, and his death was virtu- 
ally instantaneous.

kilometres from the Hohenzollern 
bridge at Cologne, a state of war 
does’ exist, and much of the machin- 
ery for waging war ig distributed 
over this area.

ALD. BROUGHTON AND TAXES. 


Alderman J. W. Broughton’ took 
issue with The News in last week's 
Advocate as to our article regarding 
the collection of taxes. He says The 
News hag no suggestion or alterna- 
tive scheme to offer. Well, we do 
not think that necessary. Ald. 
Broughton had the following scheme 
laid before him at the first meeting 
of the Council, which, we believe, 
has not appeared in either paper, and 
which is, in our opinion, a very good 
suggestion. Edmonton has been dis- 
cussing a similar scheme, and, we 
believe, Calgary also, along the same 
lines. This plan seems feasible to 
us, and we hope it will be acted upon 
by the Council. In speaking to a ‘cit- 
izen of Calgary recently we asked 
him if they had ever sued their rate- 
payers for taxes. He answered that 
they had not as they did not wish 
to drive their citizens out of the 
city. We think it ig the duty of the 
Council to devise some way out with- 
out resorting to desperate measures. 
That is what they are elected for. 
We might add that we humbly sug- 
gest that a defence of the Council 
would look better as coming from 
one who is not on the Board or is 
not a public official. 

The following is the scheme laid 
before the Council at last meeting: 

Red Deer, Jan. 6th. 
The Mayor and Councillors, 
City of Red Deer, 

Gentlemen.—As a plan for improv- 

; ing the financing of the City during 
the next few years, I respectfully 
submit the following, and wouid re- 
commend that the City obtain the 
necessary powers to carry it into 
effect. The powers-need not be ex- 
ercised unless the Council later de- 
cides to adopt the plan. 

At present the following Treasury 
Bills are outstanding: Series A, 
$27,500.00, Series B, $20,000.00, Series 
C $24,000.00, in addition to which we 


owe the Bank about $30,000.00 on 
1918 account. 
The arrears of taxes which is 


security for the above bills includes 
taxes on properties of soldiers and 
lands to which the City has obtained 
title through tax sale confirmation 
proceedings. It will be impossible 
for soldiers to pay up their taxes 
within a year or two and it is alse 
improbable that much of the property 
taken over by the Ctiy for arrears 
can be sold for a few years, so that 
in 1920 and possibly in 1919 it may 
be impossible to collect enough ar- 
rearg to pay the treasury bills as 
they fall due. 

I would recommend making a new 
issue of treasury bills against the 
security of all arrears of taxeg and 
lands sold to the City for taxes, the 
procéeds of this new issue to be used 
to pay outstanding treasury bills, 
the bank loans of 1918 and other lia- 
bilities of the past few years, all 
monies received for arrearg of taxes 
or for landg sold by the city to be 
deposited in a savings account and 
used to repay the bills as they fall 
due as at present. I would make the 
term of the new issue seven or ten 
years and provision might be made 
for repayment of any bills as funds 
are available. 

Power should also be _ obtained 
whereby any person in arrears 
taxes to the amount of say $50.00 or 
over an any parcel of land would be 
allowed to pay the arrears in seven

their arrears at one time a_ good 
fighting chance to hold their proper- 
ties until conditions improve, es- 
pecially will it help the returned 
soldiers who own property and who 
are entitled to every consideration 
and assistance from the City. 

By requiring the current taxes to 
be paid each year it would be possi- 
Sle to collect nearly enough to cover 
expenditures and would not make it 
necessary to make a large extra levy 
to provide a reserve and thus those 
who pay their taxes each year would 
not be penalized by a higher mill 
rate and there should not be a large 
indebtedness to the bank each year 
on current account. The payments 
made annually on arrears with the 
interest should take care of the 
Treasury bills as they come due. 

I would further suggest the revis- 
ion should be made of the procedure 
for preparing the voters list. At 
present the assessment is made in 
the fall for the following year. On 
September 1st the voters list is made 
up and only those whose names ap- 
pear on thg last revised assessment 
roll as tenants or owners can _ be 
shown ag voters on the list unless 
they apply to the Council to have 
their names added. Under these 
present laws & man who purchases 
property or becomeg a tenant on 
Jan. 1st, 1919 cannot have his name 
placed on the voters list until the fall 
of 1920 unless he applies to Council, 
and that is absurd. 

Provision should also be made for 
the appointment of a Deputy Mayor 
by the Council and for the addition 
to the tax roll of persons commenc: 
ing business in the City after the 
assessment roll ig made up.

ABOUT FISH. 


My attention has been called. to 
a statement in the press warning the 
public not to be deceived into buying 
flatfish in the name of whitefish, as 
flatfish is cheaper in_ price,” said 
Capt. Wallace.“ Flatfish, however, it 
is fair to add, would not be cheaper 
than whitefish had the prices and 
profits to fishermen and distribtuors 
of flatfish not been fixed by the Can- 
ada Food Board on such a scale that 
a market might be created for them, 
and in order to introduce them to 
the Canadian public as a substitute 
for higher priced fish such as _ hali- 
but, salmon and whitefish. Flatfish 
are considered a great delicacy in 
Great Britain where the sole is es- 
pecially esteemed, being regarded as 
the most finely flavored of salt water 
fish. In Europe, sole, brill, plaice, 
and flounder are much higher in 
pricg than cod and haddock, or even 
halibut. In Canada flat-fish sell, at 
the present time, for the same price 
as cod and haddock, but this ig due 
to the fact that they have hitherto 
been overlooked in Canada and the 
Food Board have only recently suc- 
ceeded in placing them on the mark- 
et here.”

Hon. T. W. McGarry, Provincial 
Treasurer for the Province of Ontar- 
io, is a firm believer in the gospel 
of thrift, and a strong supporter of 
the War Savings Stamp campaign.

_DEADTURN UP 


FIFTEEN HUNDRED WILL SOON 
‘RETURN; NOT REPORTED BY 
GERMANS. 


Ottawa, Jan, 15.—Fifteen hundred 
Canadians, who vere ‘reported as 
missing and’ presumably dead, have 
been located in Germany since the 
armistice was signed. Many of these 
soldierg have been missing since the 
battle of Ypres and have long since 
been. given up as dead. The Ger- 
man authorities have never reported 
them and their mail was never re- 
ceived. . 

A report on the whole question is 
being prepared, but it is presumed 
that these prisoners must have been 
confined in certain camps where 
German officers were particularly 
brutal and cruel or else the men were 
recalcitrant and the Germans, in re- 
taliation, refused to report them, con- 
trary to all international war regu- 
lations. 


SOME COMPLICATIONS 


While the discovery of these 1,500 
missing soldiers, long since given up 
as dead, has brought joy to many 
homes, it has resulted in,tragic com- 
plications in a number of cases. 
Reports have been received at Otta- 
wa already of a number of cases 
where wives of these soldiers Who 
were reported missing and _ later 
dead, have re-married. The women 
acted in good faith, as they were 


R.M.C. Kingston, and as a civil engi-) officially notified first that their hus- 


bands were missing and later, after 
nine months or a year, that they 
were dead. The records office first 
posted a man ag missing; careful 
enquiries were then made through 
neutral sources of prisoners reported 
by Germany. Nine months or a 
year was generally given, and if no 
trace of him could be found he was 
then posted as dead. 

One western hero of Ypres has 
discovered that his wife, after wait- 
ing for two years, has re-married. It 
is possible that legislation may have 
to be introduced to straighten out 
these connubial tangles. Whether 
the second marriage will be cancelled 
or not remains to be seen. It is a 
delicate and difficult human problem 
to solve.

Winnipeg, Man., January 15th, 1919. 

Dear Sir,—The following excerpt is from a letter sent to the Mer- 
chants of Western Canada by a “Special Sales Corporation.” The 
writer of that letter, by way of an anmsthetic, describes himself, in so 
many words, as having been eminently successful in life, President of 
three Banks, etc., etc. Then goeg on to say, “On every dollar's worth 
that you carry over, you'll lose thirty per cent. deflation of value, be- 
sides the customary overhead of interest and depreciation in Styles, 
etc., which always costs from fifteen to twenty per cent. Moreover, 
next year’s merchandise, besideg being at least thirty per cent cheaper 
will be of Higher quality, and, therfore in greater demand.” 


While we are-perfectly satisfied in our minds that the average West- 
ern Merchant ig not the gullible individual that some “Sales Corpora- 
tions” seem to think, and that the far from modest recital of their 
worth and achievements, will not in the least deceive him, still we 
cannot help but feel that mischievous, ill-considered advice of this 
kind, where the blunt axe is so apparent, should be deprecated. 


In their propaganda they confine themselves to a discussion of 
affairs entirely American. The Oracle calls in the Company “Pro- 
phet”—the original Crepe hanger—who immediately depicts for them 
the requisite conditions, i.e., a year of slumping prices and dull busi- 
ness, with no salvation in sight for the poor merchant, outside of the 
Special Sales Corporation.

One thing is certain, we cannot replace the 
terrific loss of materials, productivity and transportation for many a 
long day, and our advice is “Buy carefully, buy often, but do not sacri- 
fice your present stocks.”—Yoursg truly,

STETTLER CHOSEN FOR NEXT 
CONVENTION. 


Lethbridge, Jan. 17—After having 
been entertained at luncheon by the 
board of trade at the close of the 
morning session, and taken on an 
auto tour through the city, the dele- 
gates at the veterans’ convention 
met in the afternoon to conclude bus- 
iness by the election of officers for 
the coming year, and naming the 
locality for the next convention. 

There were five nominations 
the’ presidentship, namely W. J. 
Dyson, A. E. Nightingale, E. C. Me- 
Kenzie, W. Irwin and G. W. Waist- 
ell. The last named withdrew in 
favor of E. C. McKenzie. 

The voting resulted in the election 
of E. C. McKenzie, of Lethbridge, 
and by motion the same was made 
unanimous. _ 

1st vice-president, G. W. 
Calgary. 

2nd vice-president, W. 
monton. 

Executive—Medicine Hat zone, J. 
T, Bruce; Lethbridge zone, T. Long- 
worth; Calgary zone, R. V. Mundy; 
Edmonton zone, Stewart Irwin; Red 
Deer zone, R. W. Alcock. 

The following places were named 
for the next convention:Stettler, Ver- 
milion, Medicine Hat and _  Leth- 
bridge. 

The voting resulted in a_ tie be- 
tween Stettler and Vermilion, and 
by the casting vote of the president 
Stettler was selected. 

A telegram arrived during the ses- 
sion from the mayor of Stettler as- 
suring the convention of a_ hearty 
welcome should Stettler be selected 
for the next meeting. 

In handing over the charter of the 
association and the gavel to the new 
president in impressive fashion, Pres- 
ident Dyson expressed the hope that 
under his guidance blessings would 
flow not only to the present veter- 
ans, but to those who were to re- 
turn, and to the widows, orphans and 
dependents of those who had fallen 
through the province and through 
the dominion. In replying the new 
president said he trusted in his com- 
rades to share his _ responsibilities. 
There was a fellowship created by 
the war that cannot be broken down; 
whatever® differences of opinion they 
many have individually they would 
stand together for the common good. 

On behalf of Lethbridge, Local Del- 
egate T. Longworth expressed his 
appreciation of the honor of having 
one of their members elected. 

Votes of thanks were tendered to 
the retiring president, vice-presi- 
dents and executive. Delegate Irwin 
of Edmonton spoke particularly for 
Edmonton and the north in apprecia- 
ting Mr. Dyson’s services. 

Captain E. C. McKenzie, the new 
president, is a native of Charlotte- 
town, Prince Edward Island, being 
born there in 1881. He came west 
in 1909 to Edmonton, where he prac- 
ticed law for a short time with J. S. 
Wallbridge. He _ settled in  Leth- 
bridge in 1910 and belongs to the 
law firm of McKenzie and Menzie. 
Capt. McKenzie left Lethbridge for 
everseas in February, 1916, with the 
39th Battery, as paymaster of the 
Tenth brigade, C.F.A. He was. in 
France for five months and then with 
the Canadian forces on the Somme. 
He was incapacitated and invalided 
to England through his horse stumb- 
ling and throwing him, causing the 
fracture of the pelvig bone and tem- 
porary paralysis. He returned to 
Lethbridge in April, 1917.

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CANADA GOES TO 
PEACE GATHERING 
AS SMALL NATION 


ALSO HAS REPRESENTATION ON 
PANEL FROM WHICH BRITISH 
»  DELEGATES- ARE DRAWN.

Paris, Jan. 14—The British  do- 
minions overseas are to be repre- 
sented at the peace conference upon 
a basig in substantial agreement with 
‘the proposition submitted on the 
British behalf to the imperial - war 
cabinet in London by Sir Robert 
Borden. This proposal was that the 
dominiong should be given equal 
status in the conference with the 
smaller Allied nations, and, in addi- 
tion, should have their representa- 
tives upon a panel from which the 
British delegation should be drawn. 

The imperial war cabinet accepted 
the plan, but ag the effect would be 
fo increase the total British repre-| 


sentation in the conference whenever 
matters of special interest to one of 
the Dominions came .up, the question 
has been the subect of discussion at 
the informal conversations which 
have been going on between the rep- 
resentatives of .the great Allied pow- 
ers for some days past. Mr. Lloyd 
George powerfully advocated’ the 
right of the British dominfons_ to 
special treatment in representation 
in the conference. 


POINT CONCEDED 


The anticipation that some of the 
Allied powers, not familiar with the 
family relationship of the British na- 


tions, would question the proposed 
arrangement as an undue enlarge- 
ment of the British delegation was 
verified, but after the presentation 
of the British case, the point was 
handsomely conceded and the matter 
settled in keeping with the wishes of 
the dominions. The representation 
of the overseas dominions is thus to 
b. on this basis: 

Canada, Australia, South Africa 
and India are to have two direct rep- 
resentatives, and New Zealand one 
in the Allied conference, and in the 
following peace congress. 


SAME AS SMALL NATIONS 


They will have precisely the same 
status in these bodies as the smaller 
Allied nations which will have repre- 
eontation on the same basis—two 
delegates for Serbia, Belgium and 
Greece, and one for the smaller 
allies. 

These nations will have delegates 
to take part whenever questions per- 
taining to them are being dealt with, 
which in effect will guarantee their 
participation in the settlement of all 
the larger peace issues, such ag the 
league of nations, disarmament and 
indemnities. In addition, the British 
dominions will be entitled to their 
share of the representation of the 
British Empire as a whole. 

The British delegation of five mem 
bers, who will b2 a permanent part of 
the conference will be drawn, in part, 
from the panel upon which the Brit- 
ish dominions will be represented. 
The delegation will thug change in 
personnel in keeping with the parti- 
cular question before the conference, 
and each dominion, as- questions of 
particular moment to it come up for 
decision, will have the opportunity 
to represent its case thoroughly by 
{ts special delegates, and may also 
be heard by its own delegate repre- 
senting the empire at large.

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PUBLICITY FOR 
PEAGE CONGRESS —

PAPERS CONTRAST MOVE WITH 
STATEMENT THAT THERE 
WOULD BE NO CENSORS. 


London, Jan. 16.——Morning news- 
papers give much prominence to 
Paris dispatches referring to the de- 
cision that the proceedings of the 
peace congress are to be secret and 
contrast it with an official statement 
that there would be no censorship, 
which was issued yesterday. They 
point out that it furnishes an inex- 
plicable puzzle. None of the papers 
comment editorially, but most of 
them express surprise and disapprov- 
al by big headlines and brief intro- 
ductory sentences. 

Protests are made that the 1cgula- 
tion, if maintained, will keep the 
public completely in the dark as to 
some of the important features of the 
negotiations. Some believe it will 
be difficult to carry out this ‘“drac- 
onian decision.” — 


SHARP DISCORD EXISTS. 


A Reuter’s dispatch from Paris 
compareg the situation created by 
the decision to a theatre when the 
curtain jams. The stage is set, the 
actors ready, but the curtain refuses 
to budge, the dispatch says. If the 
curtain rose prematurely, the dis- 
patch concludes, it would throw the 
glare of the footlights on the facts 
that, even among the five great pow- 
ers, there exist sharp and not dim- 
inishing discords. 

Paris, Jan. 16.—The decisions of 
the supreme council as regards both 
publicity and _ representation, an- 
nounced last night are freely criti- 
cized in the French newspapers of 
this morning. Le Journal, comment- 
ing on the question of representa- 
tion after pointing out that the Brit- 
ish and Americans together have 15 
votes out of the total, asks why, if 
the British dominions are represent- 
ed separately, are the French colon- 
jeg and protectorates not similarly 
represented. 

“Morrocco, Tunis, Cambodia, An- 
nama and Lacos, which have given 
us many fine soldiers are sovereign 
states protected by France,” says the 
newspaper.

Thig quotation may be taken as a 
fair example of the views expressed 
by most of the other morning news- 
papers. 

As regards the decision on the pub- 
licity question the Figaro says: 

“The public must be kept con- 
stantly posted on the subjects dealt 
with, the questions under discussion 
and the solutions reached. Report- 
ing by hearsay is certain to be dan- 
gerous. Will not it be obvious that 
the result of the method adopted will 
be to substitute gossip for news?” 

No one outside of the delegates to 
the peace congress knows anything 
about the discussion which~ preceded 
the decision to keep proceedings of 
the congress secret and to limit in- 
formation divulged to omeial state- 
ment. 


‘WILL PRECLUDE DISCUSSIONS 


This decision will preclude the 
American delegates, even Mr. Wil- 
son himself, from discussing the 
formal announcements that are is- 
sued. It will likewise stop tlre prac- 
tice of Premier Lloyd-George of 
Great Britain of discussing affairs 
with British correspondents for the 
purpose of guiding them in forming 
public opinion in England. 

It hag been believed here by per- 
sons close to President Wilson that 
he would contend for open sessions 
as far as possible. That he still 
feels the same way is the opinion 
generally expressed here last night. 

The complaints which the British 
correspondents have made to Mr. 
Lloyd-George and which the Ameri- 
cane have submitted to Mr. Wilson 
concede that it may be incompatible 
with public interest to disclose cer- 
tain phases of controversial questions 
while they are being discussed, but 
protest against the ‘“gentleman’s 
agreement” which forbids any one of 

delegates from giving informa- 
tion whatever outside of the official 
statement on which public opinion 
may be formed and guided. 

Official circles in Paris are not 
discussing peace or terms today. 
Attention is occupied with the ques- 
tion whether there will be a recon- 
sideration of the agtion of Wednes- 
day.

post. Now loosen the box or ‘bolt 
so that you can turn the box with 
one hand easy, and I will turn it 
crossways when there ig anything in 
it. Next get the snow out of the 
way enough so that my horseg after 
travelling 54 miles that day, three 
days in the week, can wade through 
it without too much of an_ effort. 
Remember always that there are 
others who want their mail, and that 
I dare not take any chances of crip- 
pling my horses for the sake of your 
mail alone. Next is stamps: Please 
procure your stamps at the _ post 
offices, as it is very unhandy for the 
carrier to unbundle and get himself 
all cold to hunt up a stamp for you. 
Then be sure and stamp every letter 
by placing a two cent stamp on any 
letter that you want delivered to any 
box between your box and the next 
office. If it goes to the post office 
jit must have a three cent stamp on 
it. One cent stamp on a letter is 
{no longer sufficient, neither will a 
Bank cheque stamp be_ taken for 
postage. In case you should want a 
letter left in some box between your 
box and the P.O., please pin a piece 
of paper on the envelope to call my 
attention to it, or else it will be car- 
ried right on to the post office. And 
where you have two or more letters 
won’t you please tie‘them in a bun- 
dle and lay them in the box right by 
the door, so that the carrier may get 
them without taking off his fur coat 
and cgawling into the box after them. 
In case you don’t get the snow away 
so. that I can place your mail in the 

,| box, I will either leave it at the office 
or toss it to the foot of the post, as 
some have requested me to do, and 
I am doing. I have a chime of old 
country bells that can be heard half 
a mile, and are different from other 
bells, so that you may know when I 
am coming, should you want to see 
me about anything, or post any let- 
ters‘ that I couldn't get if they were 
in the box. Of course you know 
that I couldn’t unbundle and get out 
of my rig to get them. 

Now, friends, if you will grant 
these few requests you will certainly 
confer a great favor on me, and by 
so doing you will greatly oblige,

“No record of Canada’s share in the

Sane optimism as to our future is jus- 
tified. ‘

It has taken more than thirty odd 
years to make the C. P. R. as effi- 
clent as it is to-day. It was not easy. 
Even when accomplished this degree 
of efficiency can be quickly lost.

In all,-it wag said that there were 
118 delegates, representing 109  or- 
ganizations in the United States, 
with a total membership of 33,777. 
The purpose of the meeting, as ex- 
plained by Brailovsky, was to protest 
against foreign intervention in Rus- 
sia, to bring about the unification of 
workers in the United States, to dis- 
cuss means of spreading the doctrine 
of the Soviets and to arrange for 
such Russians as wished to do so, 
to return to their native land. 


MAKE UP LIST 


Department of Justice agents were 
busy making up a list of those pres- 
ent. Among the documents which 
were distributed was one entitled 
“The Old Red Flag," which asserts 
that the Red Flag “is destined to 
float over a united working class.’ 
There wag another called “The Bol- 
sheviki and the Soviets.” 

The pamphlet contained the infor- 
mation that the Soviets had “pulled 
the kaiser from his throne,’’ and that 


overthrow of the Constitution of the 
United States, officials admit that 
‘more drastic laws would be of the 
greatest assistance to them in fight- 
ing the spread of the red menace. 


.GUARD MAYOR HYLAN’S HOME 


The police continued their. work 
yesterday, of guarding important 
points in the city against possible 
bombs. It wag stated that the spec- 
fal guard placed at the home of 
Mayor Hylan would be maintained 
indefinitely. For the first time in the 
‘| history of the court, a uniformed of- 
ficer was placed on guard in the 
Brooklyn County Court House, while 
officers on certain beats were told to 
keep a special watch over the homes 
of the wealthy men living therein. 

Dr. Blossom said yesterday that it 
was the intention of the American 
Bolsheviki to co-operate with Lenine 
and Trotszky and the radical organi- 
zationg of the world, to form a world- 
wide union, having for its object in- 
dustrial revolution.

“The American Soviets,” he said, 
“do not approve of the use of dyna- 
mite for their propaganda and, while 
there may be. an extremist group 
which believes in the use of violent 
means, it is the intention of the 
Soviets to resort to peaceful means 
for the purpose of winning public 
sympathy. 

“The Soviets of the United States 
will, do all in their power to aid in 
the formation of one big union of the 
world’s workers, for the purpose of 
inaugurating a peaceful industrial 
revolution, whereby the workers of 
the world may take over the indus- 
tries and run them for the benefit of 
the workers. 

“According to the world union 
plans the Italian and French syndi- 
calists and labor federations, will co- 
operate with Lenine and Trotzky, 
and the Australian union and Amer- 
ican Bolsheviki for the proposed 
world union and industrial revolu- 
tion.

Gen. ° Denikine Victor in Battle in 
Battle in Caucasus—Takes 
1,000 Prisoners. 


Odessa, gan. 9.—tien. Denikine. the] 


anti-Bolshevik leader in southern 
Russia, has inflicted a sharp defeat 
on the Bolshevik on the River Kuna, 
in the Caucasus. One thousand 
prisoners -were captured. by the 
forces. 

London, Jan. 14 —Large anti-Bol- 
shevik armies are in the field in 
Southern Russia, according .to the 


Constantinople correspondent ‘of the] 


Times. He says 180,000 men, 80 per 
cent. of them. Kuban Cossacks and 
the remainder former officers of the 
Russian army, are operating under 
Gen. Denikine. 

North of this command is another 
army of Don Cossacks under General 
Kraenoff, of 250,000 or 300,000 men, 
The two.armieg have practically 
cleared South Russia of Bolsheviks. 
Their main purpose is to establish 
communication with the anti-Bolshe- 
vik forces in Siberia.
